A Family of Cricketers. 


After an illness which had lasted several 
months, the death took place recently «f 
George Gibbons Hearne, the famous Kent 
cricketer. Over seventy-five years of ave, 
“G.C.’’ was the eldest of three brothers, 
George, Frank and Alec, whose association 
with the Kent County XI., starting in 
1875, lasted altogether over thirty years. 
Left-handed with both bat and ball, 
coming on to the side originally as a 
bowler, he eventually developed into an 
all-rounder, and played for England in 
Test matches against South Africa.. The 
family of which he was a member bears 
a name as famous in the records of the 
game as thai of. the Graces of Gloucester- 
shire. No family has been so _ prolific 
of great professional. players as that of 
the Hearnes. THree generations: of it 
have appeared regularly in first-class 
cricket—some of them in Tests—and seven 
of them have been ranted benefits. At 
least three times a family eleven has taken 
the field in a body. Old Tom Hearne, 
who was born in 1826, was the first to 
bring the name to the fore, and appeared 
in a first-class match at Lord’s for the fir-t 
time in 1875, thus beginning the fariily 
association with the headquarters of the 
game.

The mutiny at Dartmoor, whose echoes 
have not yet died away, reminds me of a 
century-old news-cutting in my possession, 
part of which I give for the benefit of 
readers. Under, the date May 20th, 1829, 
the Clonmel Advertiser_gtates that :— 

““On Monday last the wretched. female 
vagrants confined in the House of Industry 
entered imto a combination to resist the 
authority of the master and his assistants, 
and actually refused to be put on ‘the 
tread-mill. Dr. Fitzgerald was in con- 
sequence sent for, who expostulated with 
them, but in vain, whereupon he ordered 
two of them into solitary confinement. 
The Doctor had scarcely issued his 
directions when the mutiny became 
general; stones (an abundant supply :of 
which had been previously provided by 
them) were flung at him, knives 
brandished, and wool cards thrown with 
such violence that Dr. Fitzgerald’s life 
was for some time in imminent danger.” 

Eventually the police arrived in response 
to an urgent eall, but the mutineers had 
locked themselves into a room crying ‘‘ No 
surrender,’’ and swore that nothing would 
induce them to move, -At-last, however, 


they were obliged t® capitulate owing to | 


hunger, and severalglanders were ordered 
into solitary confinément, to be fed on 
bread and water.

For the only performance of a Wagner opera 
in the course of the Carl Rosa season, now 
nearing its end at the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin. 
there was a large gathering last night of 
serious-minded musical folk, many of whom, 
doubtless, deem th other works in the com- 
cr Ae repertoire frivolous. The “ Flying 

utchman ’ was the work to which they 
gave attentive hearing. Whenever it has been 
produced in Dublin this early product of 
Wagner's genius—early, that is, in the series 
of his works now kept alive—alwinys has 
found marked favour. That is one of the 
city’s traditions. There must have been 
“tam? on this occasion many who have heard 
rom their parents an account of the impres- 
sive effect of William Ludwig's impersonation 
of the Dutchman; perhaps there were some 
who themselves remember it. 

In the Carl Rosa Company last night were 
found serious and capable artists, to whom 
the ‘tasks: required oí them in a performance 
of the ' Flying Dutchman”. seemed to be 
congenial, and Mr. Arthur Hammond, who 
organised the musical side of the performance, 
was well suppoited by singers and . rchestral 
plavers. 

The second act was full of musical thrills. 
Mr. Collier, who had sung with splendid vocal 
power through the stormy music of the first 
scene, here made a fine effect with a quiet 
utterance in beautiful tones of the first phrases 
spoken after his long gaze on Senta. While 
Miss Maander was singing, especially in the 
rapturous music of the duet, one felt that she 
was herself filled with the magic of the story. 
We were lucky that an artist of Mr. Ivor 
John’s vocal equipment and lyrical sense was 
available for the part of Erik. Mr. Ander- 
son’s work was fully in keeping with the rest; 
and, the Spinning Chorus 
sung, the well-known Second Act was to he 
reckoned one of the company’s most success- 
ful- efforts in the present season:

As the 
organ is comparatively rarely used with the 
orchestra, and, therefore, not too often heard 
in music of orchestral character, the earliest 
item—Mr, W. Sidney Grieg s organ solo, the 
andante and alle movements of H ~del’s 
Concerto in B Flat—was very much appre- 
ciated by a large audience. Under = Mr. 
Grieg’s rendering the formal beauty which 
characterises the composition of Handel, Bach 
and other late eighteenth century musicians 
was always apparent. 

Miss Joan Trimble’s playing of the well- 
known Debussy item, “Jardins Sous La 
Pluie,” was equally happy, and the delicacy 
of the impressionistic French composer’s style 
was well displayed. Miss Joan Trimble was 
later heard with equal effect in a violin 
rendering of the first movement of Mozart’s 
Concerto in D. Miss Valerie Trimble, who 
also contributed to the programme, proved 
herself equally versatile, and followed two 
og items, Debussy’s ‘‘ Reverie” and a 

ach prelude, with a violoncello rendering of 
W. de Fesch’s seldom-heard Sonata in F. 

The best vocal contribution was un- 
doubtedly that of Miss Stella Weaving, who 
sang a Handel aria, ‘‘O Ea why dost thon 
leave me? ”, very beautifully, indeed, and 
displayed a voice of purity and range 
enhanced by excellent diction, Miss Brynhud 
Fannin, Miss May Kennedy, Miss Dorothy 
Clifton, Miss Margaret Kelly, Miss Doreen

FOURTH PYRAMID 
DISCOVERED. 


BURIED IN SAND FOR 
2,000 YEARS. 


EGYPTIAN PROFESSOR’S 
VALUABLE FIND. 


REUTER’S CORRESPONDENT. 
CAIRO, Thursday. 
HE foundations of a Fourth Pyramid, 
the existence of which has long been 
suspected, but which probably disappeared 
from view twenty centuries ago, have been 
discovered at Gizeh by Professor Selim 
Hassan. 

The new pyramid lies near the famous 
Great Pyramid of Cheops, and is the tomb 
of the first Egyptian woman to bear the 
title of Queen. 

The situation and the history of the 
Fourth Pyramid have long been a mystery, 
but interest was recently revived when 
Professor Selim Hassan unearthed a brick 
temple not far from the Third Pyramid. 
As each pyramid has its temple, the pro- 
fessor was convinced that his new discovery 
was the key to a Fourth Pyramid. 


DIFFERENT CONSTRUCTION, 

Two or three weeks ago the task of find- 
ing it was started. The attention of the 
excavtors was at once attracted to a neigh- 
bouring mound, with fragments of masonry 
on top, which has hitherto been believed 
to be an ordinary mastaba mound, and 
which slopes down. to the valley and ends 
on a level with the Sphinsr. - Professor 
Selim. Hassan has now laid bare one side 
of the base of what is undoubtedly the 
Fourth Pyramid, 

The superficial area of the new dis- 
covery is about 3,500 square yards, which 
shows that it is smaller than the Third 
Pyramid and of somewhat different ‘con- 
struction from the three others, one of its 
sides. being sermed- by the natural rock. 

Professor Selim Hassan has found a 
granite entrance door, badly smashed, but 
still capable of being pieced together well 
enough to enable one to read the inscrip- 
tion on it, which shows that the pyramid 
belonged to Queen Khenet Kawes, whose 
father was the first monarch to reign under 
the title of King of Upper and Lower 
Egypt. | 

Penetrating the interior, the professor 
found two chambers with false doors. The 
funerary chamber has not yet come fo 
light, so it remains to be seen whether 
the body of the Queen is still within the 
pyramid. 

It would appear that the pyramid was 
originally coated with granite, and the 
limestone seems to be still intact on one 
side,.but has crumbled away on. two other 
sides. Owing to the fact that the pyramid 
is attached to the rock formation on its 
fourth side the sand has been piling up 
throughout the centuries, and it is calcn- 
lated that the building has not seen the 
light for two thousand years. 

As soon as the discovery of the pyramid 
was made King Fuad was informed, and 
he is following operations with the closest 
interest, 

Professor Selim Hassan has also found 
near by what promises to be an exceedingly 
interesting tomb, probably that of the wife 
of Pharaoh Kephren, builder of the Second 
Pyramid.

The Council finally revised the annual re- 
port. for the bi-centenary year just ended for 
presentation to the members at the stated 
meeting in March, and references were made 
to the satisfactory result of the year's work- 
ing, both from the financial and general 
standpoint. 


THE YEAR’S BUDGET. 


Careful consideration was then given’ to 
the Budget for the present year, which had 
been prepared by the Finance Committees of 
each section of the Council. The Council 
agreed with the many recommendations con- 
tained therein, and especially approved of the 
desire to maintain the activities of the 
Society at the present high standard, al- 
though in so many instances similar bodies 
felt 16 necessary to curtail or temporarily 
discontinue their work in view of the pre- 
sent financial crisis. The opinion was gener- 
ally expressed that the Society must in the 
best interests of the country go forward with 
a determination to demonstrate in particular 
the value of the country’s greatest industry 
—agriculture—in a manner to assist in 
securing for Ireland that fair proportion of 
trade which is so essential in the world’s 
markets. 

In accordance with the unanimous recom- 
mendation of the Industries, Art and 
General Purposes Committee. Mr. Lacius 
O’Callaghan, R.H.A., F.R.LA.I., was ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy on the General 
Purposes Section of the Council, rendered 
vacant’ by the resignation of Mr. W. W. 
Carruthers, B.A, 

In compliance with the Council’s desire, 
the Horse Show Committee have decided 
that the William Smith O’Brien Challenge 
Cup, presented to the Society by Mr. Dermod 
’ Brien, P.R.H.A., in memory of his grand- 
father, by whom it was originally offered in 
1864, should be offered at the fortheoming 
Horse Show for the purpose of encouragine 
competition amongst trade standholders for 
the best collection of Irish-made fabrics of 
native material throughout from the pro- 
ducer to the manufacturer. As the obiect 
of this competition is to encourage native 
industries and assist in the provision of suit- 
able markets for the same, the judges will 
be instructed, in making their awards. to 
take into consideration the pronosed retail 
price of all articles and the possibility of 
the exhibitors complying with any reason- 
able demands for same. 

This important innovation should prove of 
particular interest to native industries.

BELFAST, Thursday. 
HE Unionist leaders in the North are 
surprised that the British tariff 
scheme, which at first they welcomed so 
cordially, may in its operations injure the 
Six Counties. They overlook the fact that 
the conditions in Ulster and England are 
quite different, the one being almost 
wholly agricultural and the other chiefly 
industrial. It will thus be recognised that 
Ulster has to be continually on its guard. 
The placing of a ten per cent. duty on 
maize, which is exfasively used for feed- 
ing live-stock, will seriously affect the 
financial position of the Ulster farmers, 
and it will place them in an inferior posi- 
tion to their neighbours in the Free State, 
where maize is admitted free of duty. In 
these circumstances, the Belfast Govern- 
ment is doing all that it can to get maize 
put on the free list, and Mr. Pollock, the 
Minister of Fimance, is at present in 
London with that object in view. 


A GREAT UNDERTAKING. 


The Silent Valley, in the Mourne Moun- 
tains, is now in process of being formed 
into a vast artificial lake for the supply of 
water to Belfast and other areas where de- 
sired. In other words, the great reservoir, 
which was undertaken at a cost of about 
£1,350,000,.is now virtually completed, and 
even at present it is providing a part of the 
city’s needs. The completed works will be 
a triumph of engineering skill and de- 
termination. Difficulties, almost insuper- 
able, were encountered in the early stages 
of the operations, the bed of the valley 
being a morass, with running sand, water, 
boulders and débris from the glacier age, 
and for a time many people thought that 
the project would have to be abandoned. 

The Belfast Water Commissioners, how- 
ever, were inspired with the spirit of per- 
severance, and they had faith in them- 
selves, while they had also a distinguished 
board of engineers who solved the problem, 
and soon there will be the formal openiny, 
at which it is hoped some very exalted 
personage may be present. The total cost 
of the Silent Valley scheme, including an 
expenditure of £800,000 thirty years ago, 
is about £2,250,000. The capacity of the 
reservoir is abont 3,000 million gallons, 
which just nearly doubles the existing 
supply from Woodburn and Stoneyford. It 
is noteworthy that the reservoir has been 
built without any addition to the rates. 


PERTINENT QUESTIONS. 


Although the Revaluation Bill has been 
assed, it has not put an end to criticism, 

he Portadown Chamber of Commerce is 
by no means satisfied with this legislation, 
and it is supported by almost every other 
public body im the province, the Govern- 
ment having very Fé supporters, apart 
from the official circle. 
the new Act is intended chiefly to remedy 
anomalies, where people have been escap- 
ing the proper amount of the income tax 
that they are entitled to pay, and that in 
other directions there will be very little 
difference. 

In view of these considerations, the 
Portadown Chamber has put questions to 
its parliamentary representative—who is 
in favour of revaluation—inquiring why it 
is necessary to spend £120,000, especially 
at the present time, if it means so little 
extra taxation ; the reason why anomalies 
should not be made right by the present 
machinery ; and how does the Government 
propose to save £50,000 out of the de- 
rating grant without increasing the rate? 
The answers to these queries should be of 
interest.

abroad, to effect essential reforms in State 
expenditure, and to lend a helping hand to 
industry. The first object has been accom- 
plished, even if little or nothing has been 
done to further the second by direct means. 
It is in regard to industry, which, after 
all, is the bedrock of national finance, that 
the National Government has put forth its 
most genuine and most conscious efforts. 
When once the Tariff Bill has become law, 
and agreement has been reached with the 
Dominions of the Commonwealth, in- 
dustry’s standing complaint that it is sick 
ought to disappear. For the first time since 
the War British manufacturers will be able 
to meet their rivals ofi level terms. Already 
various countries have made overtures to 
Britain. France has removed the fifteen 
per cent, surtax on her imports of British 
coal, and German manufacturers are 
striving to impress on their Government 
the need of tariff adjustments. The dairy 
farmers of some of the most fertile dis- 
tricts of Denmark, whose trade is 
threatened with ruin by the new import 
duties, have decided that all co-operative 
dairies shall place their orders for coal 
with British exporters. 

No bargains, however, can be struck 
with foreign countries until the Imperial 
Conference has given the Dominions the 
first preference in trade relations with 
Britain, Another week or two will decide 
whether the Free State is to share in the 
benefits afforded by imperial co-operation 
or is to paddle a lone and wavering canoe. 
The remaining Dominions are frankly 


exultant. Australia is the latest of them 


| to announce a firm resolve that the Con- 


ference shall be a success. At the opening 
of the Federal Parliament on Wednesday 
the Governor-General promised that his 
country would be ‘‘ represented ade- 
quately ” at Ottawa. —“ The Australian 
delegates,’ he said, “ will take their part 
in the discussions not in a spirit of selfish 
bargaining, but with a determination to 
formulate policies that will prove to be of 
lasti..g benefit to the British peoples as a 
whole.” 
the Conference in a similar spirit, its 
success will be assured from the beginning. 
A scheme of inter-imperial trade, it is true, 
cannot be formulated by mere agreement. 
The various Governments cannot agree 
simply that between themselves and the 
other countries of the Empire tariff walls 
shall cease to exist, and shall be reared 
instead against all nations outside the 
Commonwealth. Such a dream would have 
a swift and noisy awakening. Neverthe- 
less, the broad principle of inter-imperial 
trade can be established, and, where modi- 
fications are found necessary, they can be 
made afterwatds at slight trouble. If the 
Imperial Conference is a success—and it 
can hardly fail to be a success—Britain’s 
National Government will have justified 
itself to the full.

A Fourth Pyramid. 


Egyptologists will be excited by the 
news that Professor Selim Hassan has 
discovered the foundations of a fourth 
pyramid at Gizeh. Pyramids are not rare 
in Egypt—there are at least seventy of 
them—but mankind associates the name 
almost exclusively with the three at 
Gizeh, near Memphis, on the west bank of 
the Nile. These, by reason of their 
massive and _mysterious splendour, the 


of the world. The Pyramid of King 
Cheops is the greatest and oldest of the 
three. It was built some forty centuries 
before Christ, and Herodotus says that 
one hundred»thousand men were engaged 
on it for thirty years. The dates of the 
two smaller pyramids lie between B.C. 
3,800 and B.C. 3,600; and now to this 
most. ancient company Professor Selim 
Hassan has added a fourth, which the 
encroaching sands have hidden from man’s 
sight for some two thousand years. Every 
one of the three famous pyramids is 
associated with a neighbouring temple of 
brick. The Professor found a fourth 
temple, and, arguing like an astronomer 
or like Sherlock Holmes, he sought and 
found a fourth pyramid. Its base covers 
some 5,000 square yards—a small area in 
comparison with the other three—and a 
natural cliff of limestone serves as one of 
its sides. As it seems to be the least 
impressive, so it is the youngest of the 


‘three; for it was built as the tomb of ane 


of-the first queens of the Fourth Dynasty 
in the twenty-eighth or twenty-seventh 
century before Christ. Two chambers 
have been discovered in the base, and the 
result of further research will be awaited 
with eager interest. Perhaps, the queen's 
body has lain undisturbed through nearly 
fifty centuries in all the gorgeous 
trappings of her ro¥al funeral; and, no 
doubt, the people who believe that the 
pyramids had astrological or astronomical 
significance will hope for a fresh light on 
their. theories. Such persons are the 
romanticists of science. They reject the 
view that the pyramids were merely 
tombs, and they scorn Mr. Kipling's 
cynical explanation— 


Who can doubt the secret hid

Toastmasters. 


All reasonable human beings respond to 
sonorous address, and Edgar Allen Poe, 
in “ The Raven,’ paid a perhaps involun- 
tary tribute to this truth when he hailed 
the sombre and unknown tapper at his 
window lattice with “ Sir or Madam.” 
History records innumerable instances of 
a like nature. In the Middle Ages a 
declaration of war was a noble business, 
in which a monarch’s titles were mouthed 
portentously by his representative, who 
was clothed in glittering raiment. Even 
in Victorian times such intimate episodes 
as a proposal of marriage seldom occurred 
without some deference to formula; and, 
while the lady's acceptance of it may have 
strayed somewhat from orthodox phrasing, 
her refusal invariably was couched in the 
most correct terms. Since the War this 
pleasant adherence to established customs 
has lapsed in most spheres of life, but the 
old Adam lingers, not unsuitably, in that 
happiest field of human _ relationship— 
social intercourse. The death of Mr. 
Knightsmith, London's. famous wtoast- 
master; reminds us that still we have 
among us men whose functions are to link 
the present with the more elegant past. 
When ‘such as the late Mr; Knightsmith, 
with oracular utterance, recall us from 
hilarity and anecdote to loyalty and re- 
membrance— “My lords, ladies and gentle- 
men, pray silence for... "—a welcome 
company from other days seems to drink 
our toast with us; for a moment the quick 
and the dead are reunited in festive tribute 
to an ideal. Thus the Jacobites drank to 
the exiled Stuart, and thus the courtiers of 
old Versailles toasted their ladies or their 
queen. It is noteworthy that even 
America has not escaped this yearning 
for an erstwhile charm ; for the dignified 
British butler, whom Mr. P. G. Wodehouse 
reveres while he mocks, can command his 
own price in the mansions of the new

FINANCIAL SITUATION 
IMPROVING. 


The Bank of England's decision, coupled 
with the recent repayment by the Bank 
of £30,000,000 jointly to the Bank of 
France and the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York-—the remainder of the 
£25,000,000 credits placed by each at the 
disposal of the Bank of England last 
August—will be regarded in many 
quarters as an indication of a welcome 
improvement ih the international financial 
situation. 

The Bank rate has been 6 per cent. for 
five months—since the sensational Sunday 
when Great Britain went off the gold 
standard temporarily. The directors, who 
had been consulted by the Government on 
that momentous step, then raised the rate 
from 4} to 6, the highest figure for nearly 
two years. 

The real significance of a lower bank 
rate lies in the indication which it gives 
that the Bank authorities consider the 
state of acute crisis incidental to the gold 
standard suspension to have passed. The 
outlook, although still obscure, may now 
be considered definitely clearer than it 
was a few months ago. 


THE STOCK MARKETS. 


That this interpretation was generally 
accepted in London was evidenced by the 
complete change in the atmosphere of the 
stock markets after the reduction had been 
announced. A jump of about half a point 
took place in British Government Stocks, 
Mg Loan 5 per Cents. rising from 99 to 
and Conversron 35 per Cents. from 
761 to 763.

Sovereigns on Sale. 


The price offered for sovereigns to-day 
in the shops dealing with precious meta)s 
was £1 7s. 6d., and g business was 
done. Passing one of these shops, I was 
interested to notice the people who were 
selling. Most of them appeared to be of 
the lower middle-class, decently dressed 
and well-mannered, but in many cases they 
seemed to be infrequent visitors to town, 
to judge from their nervousness and in- 
decision about entering the shop. It is 
estimated that over two million pounds in 
sovereigns have been sold to bullion 
brokers and jewellers in the past five 
weeks, and at present there seems to be no 
falling off in the supply. It is suspected 
that there are still very considerable sums 
in the country, which, if not exactly 
hoarded, are held in reserve to meet 
emergencies. There is still a feeling 
among old-fashioned people that there is 
nothing like gold, and it is among these 
people that the sovereigns linger. 


The Tariff Bull. 


The Order Papers of the House of 
Commons issued to-day have many pages 
of the amendments to be moved to the 
Tariff Bill. Most of the amendments 
asking for the addition of various imports 
to the free list relate to foodstuffs. There 
are also amendments which, if adopted, 
would remove several things from the free 
list. Comparatively few of these will be 
considered during the Committee stage of 
the bill, since the powers taken by the 
Government to ri use of the guillotine 
will prevent prolonged discussion. . H is 
expected, however, that many additional! 
amendments will be placed on the Order 
Paper to-night. The Committee debates 
will occupy five days—from to-morrow 
until next Wednesday.

Resides the dismantling of the forts, 
the demands presented by Major-General 
Tashiro and Lieutenant-General Uyeda, 
the Japanese representatives, included 
the permanent withdrawal of all Chinese 
troops twenty kilometres (12, miles) from 
Shanghai. : 

At 8.45 to-might the Japanese Vice- 
Consul” presented to Wu ‘Te-chen, the 
Mayor of Shanghai, the ‘ultimatum ad- 
dressed to General Tsai. It is in the fol- 
lowing terms :— 


THE ULTIMATUM, 


1.—Your force shall speedily cease all war- 
like cperations, and complete evacuation of 
your first line by before 7 a.m. on Saturday. 
By 5 ».m. on Saturday you must have com- 
pleted evacuation of the entire area to a 
depth »f 20 kilometres northward of a line 
drawn from the north-west point of the In- 
ternatic nal Settlement to Possung-chen, and 
northw. rd of a line drawn from Lanridoo to 
Chang Chia-lou, east of the Whangpoo 
River. All fortifications and military works 
in the rea must be complétely removed. 
| 2.—If the Chinese troops withdraw, the 
Japanese forces’ will not advance from the 
areas a jacent to Hongkew; nor open fire, 
bombard or pursue the Chinese. 

3.—AlL. anti-Japanese activities must cease. 
4..-A committee of investigation will be 
despatched to ascertain whether or not the 
withdrawal is completed. 

5.—The safety of Japanese lives and pro- 
perty must be assured, and all * hain 
clothes activities ” must be curbed. 

6.—'The Japanese reserve liberty to act if 
the- above-mentioned demands are not ac- 
cepted. 


TERRIFIC EXPLOSION, 


The: presentation of the ultimatum is 
making the International Settlement brace 
itself te face the furious battle which is 
expected to start on Saturday night, and 
all the consequences which this battle may 
bring. 

The nervous tension in the settlement 
was heightened this morning when at 8 
o'clock, with the streets full of ofhce 
workers going to their businesses in the 
central district, a terrific explosion 
startled the city. What is believed to 
have been a bomb exploded in the door 
way of the offices of Mitsui Bussan Kaisha, 
a well-known Japanese firm. -Many 
Chinese pedestrians were on the street at 
the time, and one was killed and four 
injured. The street was littered with 
débris and broken glass. 

To-day two British volunteers, with the 
goodwill of both Japanese and Chinese, 
evacuated Commander Davis, the eight- 
five years old naval officer, from the shell. 
harassed Woosung Hotel, of which he is 
the owner. Except for rheumatism he is 
quite well.

THREATS TO EITHER SIDE 
UNWISE. 


In the House of Lords yesterday, Lord 
Ponsonby, leader of the Opposition, asked 
the Government for information with re- 
gard to the situation in Shanghai and the 
policy which is being adopted for the pro- 
tection of life and property. 

Great Britain was involved to a very 
grave extent, said Lord Ponsonby, in the 
events in China, and our obligations fell 
under the following categories: Defence of 
our nationals and trade interests; pre- 
servation of the neutrality of the Inter- 
national Settlement ; co-signatories of the 
Nine-Power Treaty of 1922 and of the 
Peace Pact of 1928; defenders of the 


Covenant of the League of Nations. 


He wanted to know whether the Govern- 
ment had come to any decision with regard 
to the evacuation of the International 
Settlement. The validity of the Nine- 
Power Treaty and the Pact of Paris was 
now in danger. If one of the signatories 
was at liberty to repudiate them their 
whole value would be lost. If this situa- 
tion is allowed to continue it would not 
only undermine the authority of the 
League, but it formed a very unfortunate 
gab to encourage any other nation to 

out the League with impunity. 


JAPANESE MISLED. 


“I think the people of Ja are being 
misled,’’ he went on. “ I think they are 
in entire ignorance of the proceedings in 
their true light, and that the militarists of 
Japan have for the time being got the 
upper-hand. I believe that there is still in 
Japan a great deal of right thinking which 
might "be appealed to.”’

away. ‘‘I should doubt whether a great 
many of our nationals would be willing to 
be evacuated, even if they were advised 
to do so,” he added. “TI hope that the 
circumst .ces will not render such & 
desperate course necessary.”

anxious to avoid reaching any decision 
until they had given both Japan and 
China a fair opportunity of being heard 
and until the evidence which each was 
able to adduce had been examined. The 
appeal which had been made to Ja 
was no condemnation of Japan, nor did it 
Matt anything in the nature of a threat 
to her. 


| RESPONSIBILITY FOR LOSS, 


“ I am quite sure that nothing would 
be less likely to bring about peace or bring 
an end to the position of tension—and, 
inded, of active violence—which unhappily 
prevails than a feeling by either side that 
it was being unfairly treated by its col- 
leagues in the League of Nations or its 
case prejudged before it had an oppor- 
tunity of stating what it had to say.’ 

In the House of Commons Sir John 
Simon, Foreign Secretary, after reporting 
the death of two British naval ratings, 
said that His Majesty's Minister has 
addressed a Note to the Chinese Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, requesting that in- 
structions be issued to the Chinese 
authorities concerned with a view to pre- 
venting any possible recurrence of such 
incidents, and reminding His Excellency 
that in these unfortunate circumstances 
His Majesty’s Government must hold each 
side responsible for any loss oí British 
life or property that may be cansed by 
their respective armed forces. (Cheers.) 

Sir John Simon added that the meeting 
between the two sides that morning was 
largely brought About by the efforts of 
the British Minister, Sir Miles Lampson.

UITE excellent weather — unusual for 
Newbury—favoured the second day of 
the meeting here, and if the pro 
gramme was not so interesting as on the 
revious afternoon it was good enough to 
draw a considerable crowd. 

There was some good racing, too, though

When they were 
coming to the straight he began a forward 
movement, and this carried him right up into 
the front rank, but between the last two 
flights he was not a certain winner, 

he indefatigable Stott, seeing the situation, 
dashed Bennachie up and secured first 
run at the last flight, and, as Last of the 
Dandies did not jump too quickly, the 
mancuvre landed Bennachie a lever winner 
by a neck from the favourite—a dumbfounding 
result, for Last of the Dandies, who had won 
his last three races, was regarded as the 
betting chance of the year. 
WON ON THE FLAT. 

There was a very interesting race for the 
Spring ‘Chase, which Kellsboro’ Jack, a six- 
year-old son of Jackdaw, whom Ivor Anthony 
trains for Mr. Ambrose Clark, won by a 
length and a length and a half from Portslade 
and Huic Holloa. He made a mistake at the 
first fence and Dudley Williams lay last for a 
time. 

Kelisboro’ Jack is a great massive horse 
who needs this year at least to strengthen to 
his growth. He moved up half-way up the 
straight, and although Portslade jumped the 
last fence in front he ran him out of it on 
the flat. W. Payne, his trainer, was agree-

This full brother to Ballasport, whom Mr.

Two from the stable of Mr. M. D. Blair— 
Tees Head, owned by Mr. Michael Stephens, 
and Eugene, qwned by himself (he gave only 
45 guineas for him at tue December sales) — 
finished first and setond in the Greenham 


Hurdle, and they had been first and second 
all the way through, though it was Eugene 
who made tue running. 

USEFUL CHANGE OF JOCKEYS. 

Eugene ran here yesterday, and would not 
fo at all for the stable jockey, McCann. 

o-day Parvin rode him, and he ran much 
better, while McCann rode Tees Head. At 
the last flight McCann cut Parvin’s water 
off, which cost aim a wigging from __ the 
Stewards. Old Castlederg came with a 
flourish to the last flight, but he did not go 
through with it, and was beaten a neck for 
second place, Tees Head beating his stable 
companion by two lengths. 

Taere was an exceptional field of twenty- 
six runners for the Open Hunters’ Steeple- 
chase, a race for amateur riders. It was won 
by Mr. Tyrwhitt-Drake’s Holmes, ridden by 
his trainer, Mr. C. C. Beechener. Holmes 
was the only horse to run during the day who 
is engaged in the Grand National, where his 
weigat is list.

Holmes is a great little jamper, who was 

one of the best point-to-point horses in 
England before his attention was turned to 
racing under rules, Pass Book II., who came 
from Yorkshire wita the reputation of being 
unbeatable, and was ridden by Mr. Faweus, 
fell when they had gone a little more than a 
mile.

“PRISON OR DEATH.” 


BOMBAY, Thursday. 

Miss Madeline Slade, the first European 
to be arrested in connection with the civil 
disobedience campai has been sen- 
tenced to three months’ simple imprison- 
ment for refusing to obey a notice to leave 
Bombay served upon her under the Emer- 
gency Powers Ordinance. 

Shrimati Mira Bei—to give the daughter 
of the late Admiral Slade the Indian 
name that she has adopted—took to prison 
with her only two blankets, a spinning 
wheel, a carding bow, and a few books in 
Hindustani. 

“ I am nappy to be going to the only 
place to which a self-respecting Indian 
can wish to go—prison or death,” said 
Miss Slade to Reuter’s Correspondent 
before she was taken to court. 

Dressed in a white sari made of 
khaddar (homespun) and seated in Indian 
style on a chair in the middle of a crowded 
court, Miss Slade pleaded guilty, but 
refused to take any part in the proceed- 
ings. 

The prosecution declared that Miss 
Slade had deliberately disobeyed the 
order, and expressed the hope that the 
magistrate would administer justice in 
this as in previous cases. Although the 
sentence of three months’ simple imprison- 
ment was contrary to general e tations, 
there were no demonstrations of we kind 
either inside or outside the courtroom. 


DEATH OF YOUNG PRINCE. 


BIKANER, Thursday. 

It is now revealed that the Maharaj 
Kumar Bijey Singhji, second son of the 
Maharaja of Bikaner, whose death at the 
age of 22 has already been announced, 
was accidentally shot while some anto- 
matic pistols were being examined.

. QUESTION 


FROM Ovrn Own CorRESPONDENT. 
a PARIS, Thureday. 


ARIS has got a new silhouette for 
P itself. Women are tired of playing at 
being modernised Victorian beauties. 
They have tossed aside their Empress 
Eugénie hats, and step out as new creatures. 
Formal functions of mid-winter bring out 
different looking women. They seem taller, 
and much slimmer, and they cast a shadow 
that is narrowed down to sapling propor- 
tions. Waistlines have come up in the 
world, almost to directotre in the evening, 
and below these hoisted lines the skirt 1s 
narrow and undulating right down to the 
knees. Below the knees it is wide, but does 
not look it—and the whole effect is very 
stately and tall. 
This narrow skirt line is the line of Paris 
fashions, and it dominates day-time coats 
and dresses also. 


The Matter of Sleeves. 


On the matter of sleeves, the Paris 
couturiers are divided against themselves.

The Need for Plenty of 


V ariety.

their heads to provide dishes that are 

maigre, and yet .appetising. Fasting 
meals should be more varied than meat 
meals, because meat, obviously, “ goes much 
further,” and a greater quantity of eggs, 
fish or vegetables must be eaten to satisfy 
one. 

There are many excellent soups made from 
either vegetables or fish. Lentil soup is a 
very good soup. It is cheap, easily made, 
and very satisfying. The lentils should be 
well washed before they are used. (ireat care 
should be taken about this, as they are al- 
ways dusty. Then they shoulkl be soaked 
in cold water overnight. Later they must be 
put on to cook for a few hours, and, when 
they are nearly ready, flour should be added. 
This is done not so much to thicken the 
soup, as the lentils by this time will be 
thick enough, but to bind the whole mix- 
ture so that the lentils may not fall to the 
bottom. Milk and butter should then be 
added. 


Vegetable Dishes. 


Some vegetables now in season provide the 
foundation for a soup, as well as a Lenten 
dish. Cauliflower is a vegetable of this 
type. It should be parboiled, drained, and 
placed in a fireproof dish, White sauce, con- 
taining a good piece of butter, should then 
be made, and this should be spread over 
the cauliflower, which has previously been 
cut in halves. Over the sauce a layer of 
finely grated Parmesan cheese should be 
thickly spread, and small pieces of butter 
scattered here and there. The cauliflower 
should then be put. in the oven to bake for 
about a quarter of an hour. 

Another good vegetable dish may be made 
with spinach, which should, after it has 
been boiled tender, be passed through a 
sieve and thickened with a little cream. 
When it is ready, poached eggs should be 
laid on top of the mashed spinach, and 
served with small pieces of toast. 

Tomatoes stuffed with hard-boiled eggs, 4 
little parsley, and chopped onion, and finally 
covered with breadcrumbs and scraps of 
butter, are quickly prepared and very appetis- 
ing. They should be cooked in the oven. - 

Rice, which has been parboiled, makes a 
good Lenten dish when cooked in conjunc- 
tion with other ingredients. All the water 
should be strained from it, and hard-boiled 
eggs and cold, cooked fish, which has pre 
viously been mashed with a fork, added with a 
good piece of butter. This should be stirred 
until the rice is tender. 


Fish Recipes. 


Herrings and codfish may be utilised to 
make much more appetising dishes than either 
of these when they are cooked simply. 

The following will be found to be a good 
herring recipe :—

If not, what kind of state 
will her ‘‘nerves”’ be in by the time she 
is thirty? As well as being a very indifferent 
housewife, she will quite probably have 
missed half the fun in life. Both these things 
seem a sad waste when jast a little common- 
sense instilled in the child’s mind might save 
the whole situation. 

This child carried a big satchel bulging 
with books. Doubtless, she is quite good at 
mathematics; perhaps she may even know 
how to spell correctly, and she has probably 
spent weeks of hours reading that big history 
book of hers; yet, knowing just who reigned 
in 1832 won't do her much good if she can't 
walk through ordinary traffic in 1932. 

I have often heard parents exclaim: ‘ Oh, 
those dreadful motor cars!” and they cast 
their minds back to their own school days, 
when pedestrians could stroll hither and 
thither leisurely at will. These children in 
question, however, never knew that old world ; 
they belong to the motor age of to-day, and, 
therefore, unless the fear is put into their 
hearts they are not at all alarmed by the 
densest traffic. But just as they are taught 
to walk when they are babies, they must Ses 
be taught later to walk in safety. Surely 
this important part of the citizen’s training 
could be included in ordinary school drill, just 
as the little ladies of long ago were taught 
how to enter their carriages, etc. 


A Great Danger. 


Most lady motorists will agree with me 
when I say that the nervous child, who will 
double back from the centre of the road, 
is of considerably more danger to the driver 
than the courageous child who dashes heed- 
lessly. This latter is, of course, wrong, too; 
but surely a happy medium could be found. 
I am quite persuaded that there would be 
fewer road accidents if pedestrians, big and 
httle, could be fined for “ reckless walking” ! 
At the moment the most popular eathad of 
accompanying children across a thoroughfare 
in the city consists in the adult taking a grip 
of the child’s coat somewhere in the region 
of the collar or shoulder, and then pushing the 
poor, bewildered infant at breathless pace to 
some unpremeditated landing place. In this 
manner the seed of fear is carefully planted, 
and the result is certainly not advantageous to 
either the child or any other user of the same 
road.

BRITISH EX-SERVICE 
MEN'S CLAIM.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

Arguments were concluded on the points 
of law raised by the [Irish Sailors’ and 
Soldiers’ Land Trust, who, with the 
Attorney-General of the Irish Free State, are 
defendants in an action brought by Robert 
Leggett and other British ex-Service men 
residing at Killester, claiming a number of 
declarations in relation to the interest of 
British ex-Service men in cottages held under 
the trusts of the Land Trust Powers Act, 
1923, and the Irish Free State (Consequential 
Provisions) Act, 1 

The Land Trust, in their points of law, 
submitted that there was no trust or statu- 
tory duty enforceable by the plaintiffs against 
them in the Free State; that they were a 
British body set up by the Parliament of the 
United Kingdom, ti, that any guestion re- 
garding the discharge of their duty was a 
matter for Parliament and not for Courts 
of law. 
Mr. Gavan Daffy, K.C., Mr. Finlay, K.C., 
and. Mr. Art O'Connor {instructed by Messrs. 
Reddin and Reddin) appeared for the plain- 
tiffs; Mr. Overend, RC, Mr. FitzGerald, 
K.C., and Mr. Ignatius J. Kelly (instructed 
by Mr. P. Coll, Treasury Solicitor in Ire- 
land) for the Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land 
Trust; and Mr. Lynch, K.C., and Mr, 
McGuckin (instructed by Mr. W. P. Corri- 
gan) for the Attorney-General. 

Continuing his argument, Mr. Gavar 
Duffy said that the Land Trust had been 
given the powers of a Government Depart- 
ment, and the Treasury came in only when 
regulations for procedure were to be made. 
He could not understand why a person should 
not be allowed to come to court and com- 
plain that £50,000, which should have been 
given to build cottages in the Free State, 
was locked up in a storehouse of the British 
Treasury. 

Une cause of the trouble, said Mr. Gavan 
Duffy, was that there was an attempt to 
have this charity run from London, and to 
have this property in Ireland administered 
from London. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—There is an old say- 
ing that the man who pays the piper calls 
the tune. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Gavan Duffy—My friends are under 
the impression that they paid the piper; 
that may be an illusion, but it is their im- 
pression. 

On any interpretation of the Treasury's 
powers, submitted Mr. Gavan Duffy, there 
was nothing in the statutes to justify the 
Land Trust in saying that the Court might 
not be asked to construe this trust, or thaf 
the plaintiffs should be prevented from get- 
ting redress in specific matters of which the 
complained. 

Mr. Finlay folléwed on the same side. 

Mr. FitzGerald having replied,

H. Derham) 
appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald, K.C., and Mr. Barra O’Brian (in- 
structed by Messrs. Howley and Armstrong) 
for the defendant. 

Opening the case, Mr. Comyn said that 
notice had been served of the intention 
merely of cross-examining witnesses. The 
late Mr. Henry, who was a bachelor, aged 
about seventy years, had about £1,500 in 
cash and a ina on which he lived with 
his sister, Catherine Henry, the defendant. 
The will was drawn by Dr. O'Doherty, a 
young priest, who was doing duty for the 
parish priest, and who was by the 
testator to make the will. When the 
testator had signed his name to the will Dr. 
O’Doherty turned round to ask two men who, 
he believed, were standing behind him, to 
witness the signature, but found that they 
were not in the room.. He called them in, 
and the question in the case was whether the 
circumstances showed that the signature of 
the testator had been acknowledged in the 
presence of witnesses. 

Mr. FitzGerald said that he was in a very 
awkward position, because his client was the 
person who took the principal benefit under

It appeared that the lands were sold im 
1924 ¥ Dr. McCarthy, of whom the de- 
fendant (and respondent) is the personal’ re- 
presentative and administratrix, and in the 
conveyance of the lands Dr. McCarthy had 
agreed to pay any arrears of rent due. These 
rents had been compounded by virtue of 
the Land Acts, and had not, it was alleged, 
since been paid. ‘he plaintiff claimed that 
the non-payment of these rents was pre- 
judicial to his beneficial enjoyment of the 
conveyance. 
In the Circuit Court the action was dis- 
missed on the grounds that the plaintiff had 
failed to supply proper proofs that these 
rents were due and had not been paid. . 
The Court decided that, if the plaintiff 


thought that he could produce further and ~ 


proper evidence to = that the rents were 
not paid, he should have an opportunity of 
doing so. For that reason the case would 
be sent back to the Circuit Judge, but the 
plaintiff would have to pay to the defendant 
the costs of the original hearing in the 
Circuit Court and the costs of this appeal.
